Fes bf former Ages, theſe are but weak 
unconvincing Arguments, to the Powers

to have fine Reformation when the Thea- 
tre ſeconds the Pulpit, and the Church 
and Stage Artillery are both mounted to- 
gether to batter down the ſtrong holds 
of thoſe Sectarie s. I wiſh Mr. Cibber Joy 
of his Attempt, - but am hugely afraid, 
that his Pen is not only an Improper, 
but will prove a very unſucceſsful Ad- 
verſary againſt Schiſmalicłs, and be very 
far from leſſening the Number of the 
nt Won, Jurors, unleſs the Old Gentleman + 
be im his own Play may paſs for a Convert. 
a _ Mirth, Laughter, and Noiſe, are as diffe- 


er rent things from Conviction, as Demon- 
7. ſtration is from Fiction. And tho! it may 


pleaſe the World and the Man- Jurors too, 
to ſee a pretended one of their Sect ex. 
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'd in the Perſon of Colley Cibber, yet 
it is no matter of Conviction to the 
Real and Sincere ones. If Mr. C:bber 
would be pleas'd to prove, or the Audi- 
ence be ſo kind as to take it for granted, 
that al! Non-Tarors, are, like his. in the 
Play; and Jeſuits in diſguiſe, then I will 
agree with him that they are juſtly put to 
the public ſhame of being diſcover'd and 
expos'd in the manner he has done in this 


Performance. In this I cannot but blame 


the Conduct of his Play, tho? as good a 
Friend as himſelf to the Government, for 
T hope. the. Laws of the Land, and thoſe 


of the Stage, are not the ſame; and that 


one may prove the Rules of the latter to 
be broken, without any Affront to the 
former. I ſay then, if Mr. Cibber's Chara- 
cer were univerſally true, or could be 
ſuppos'd to be ſo of any Number of them, 
Poetical Juſtice is done; but he that he- 
lieves that, muſt have a Piercing Eye and 
a large Faith, and I am ſure, contradicts 
the Rules of Judging, which a great (Ca- 


faiſt on one ſide has laid down. So much

I expected, 'tho? we heard nothing of it 
either in the Prologue or Epilogue of this 
Play, (which are the uſual Places where 
modeſt Borrowers own their Obligations) 
Mr. Cibber would at leaſt have given us a 
Preface, to inform us how much he owes 
to Moliere, and other Writers. But to Rob 
publickly, as if no Injury had been done, 
or no one had perceiv'd it, is fo groſs an 
Affront to the Underſtanding of his Rea- 
der, as well as a Blunder in the Pillager, 
that none but an Iriſu Prieſt, or an Irifh Poet 
would be guilty of. This Writer has been 
ſo long engag'd in putting a Cheat upon 
the World, by plundering the Works of 
his Betters, that it looks as if he thought he 
had a Privilege for it, or had been fo long 
' zecuſtom'd to the Trade, that he fancied it 
as lawful to run French Poetry, as our 
- Owlers on the Coaſt do to run French Wine 
or Brandy. I will not put him in Mind of 
his old Sins this way now, no more than I 
will of his Abuſes of Beaumont and Fletcher, 
his outrages upon poor Shakeſpear, and his 
transferring whole. Scenes from Erheyeze, 
He has enough to anſwer for in the preſent 
Caſe'; and he mult clear Accompts with 
Moliere before we part: For this Purpoſe I 
deſire himito take a Review of the Perſons 
in his own'Drame, and thoſe in the Tartuſſe;

To go on with the Non-juror ; if the 
Baſis upon which it is founded, (as I think 
has been prov'd) be highly improbable, the 
dependant Characters ſink of Courſe, or at 
beſt are no more than ſo many leſſer Ab- 
ſurdities tack*d to a great one, That a Pa- 
ritan has acted in the Manner Moliere makes 
his Fpocrite, we have had hundreds of Evi- 
dences : And the Character therefore is at

The main of the third Act, and eſecially

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I am weary of perſuing him thro? all 
the Acts as I have done in the three Firſt ;
